Premier Kathleen Wynne 
has committed $500 million 
over five years to help 
Ontario's horse racing indus¬ 
try. For the Fort Erie Race 
Track, Windsor and others, 
the commitment means an 
an extra $20 million annually 


over the next five years. The 
money will allow the Fort 
Erie RaceTrackto have up to 
40 race dates. The dates are 
still being finalized. 

Wynne's plan includes 
more support for racehorse 
breeders, integrating horse 
racing in the Ontarioo 
Lottery and Gaming Corp.'s 
plan and increasing race 


"I'm confident this plan 
will not only create a sus¬ 
tainable racing industry in 
Ontario, but will create jobs 
and provide more opportun- 
ties for success," Wynne 
said. 

"Ontario is the most inno¬ 
vative jurisdiction in North 
America for horse racing."

Martin wasn't pleased with 
how the provincial govern¬ 
ment handled its decision to 
provide funding to the race- 

"This is typical of the gov¬ 
ernment over the last seven 
years," he said. 

"They wait to the possible

gaming in Ontario. Despite 
this, Martin said the Town of 
Fort Erie has found a way "in 
spite of the government.”

Some of us have families that 
have been here for many gen¬ 
erations and others that hold 
close cross-border connections 
with friends and relatives and 
understand the deep American 
influences on our community. 

We have come together as a 
group in order to create a built 
heritage inventory of the town's 
houses, stores, shoppes and 
businesses, barns and outbuild¬ 
ings, or even just significant 
details on these structures or 
the property. 

Our work will eventually 
become part of the online, 
searchable database that other 
Ontario communities utilize to 
showcase and enrich their com¬ 
munity, assist in public policy 
making, and create research 
and educational opportunities. 

The database will only con¬ 
tain publicly available informa¬ 
tion and photos taken from 
public property. 

If an owner chooses, they may 
permit private property access 
or personally contribute further 
notes and photos. 

Items that are always of inter¬ 
est include details on the year 
of construction, materials used, 
style, design, craftsmanship, 
character, past owners and/or 
associations of that property 
with the Greater Fort Erie area 
and its local narrative. 

From there the working group 
as a whole will formally assess 
and grade the properties, deter¬ 
mining which are worthy of fur¬ 
ther investigation and possible 
designation. 

This will occur rarely and only 
in a few exceptional cases. 

The data collected will also be 
used to help council in deciding 
whether to create one or more 


Heritage Conservation Districts. 
Mainly, it will add significantly 
to the tools available to engage 
the public, explain the impor¬ 
tance of heritage, and build 
community pride. 

Venturing out last fall we 
were the ones pleasantly sur¬ 
prised to find so many residents 
willing to provide additional 
information and supportive in 
our venture to preserve and 
share the rich history of our

Here are five easy ways to improve your diet: 

1. COOK WITH LESS FAT- STEAM, BAKE, BROIL, OR GRILL MEAT, POULTRY OR FISH INSTEAD OF FRYING. 

2. EAT MORE VEGETABLES AND FRUIT - ADD THEM WHEREVER YOU CAN: SOUPS, SAUCES, STEWS. FRESH, 
FROZEN OR CANNED ARE ALL HEALTHY CHOICES. 

3. USE LESS SALT - TRY TO AVOID ADDING SALT WHEN COOKING AND ALWAYS TASTE YOUR FOOD BEFORE

Talk to your pharmacist about ways to kick the 
habit Everyone experiences the feeling of being stressed at some point or another, but the key is how you handle it It 
may be as simple as taking a few deep breaths for some people, while others may do daily meditation or practice yoga 
to remain stress-free. Taking time for yourself each day to do something you enjoy is another way of keeping your stress 
level to a minimum. Find a new hobby, activity or project that you might enjoy doing either on your own or with friends. 

Many people will already be doing one or more of these things to look after their hearts, and that is great, but if 
this all seems a bit daunting, don’t worry because of course, you do not have to make all of these changes at once! Decide 
to make one change this month and maybe add another next month.
